Continuation of 11 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: (1) At a minimum, Hase discloses surface 
treating the area around the locking hole 8 and stepped portion 9 to Improve durability and prevent the locking hole from being worn out. 
Even though Hase does not specifically mention the advantages of this feature In the manufacturing process, the structure of Hase still 
reads on the claimed limitations. (2) With regard to oxide-fllm forming treatment, US Patent 6,860,255 discusses pump members that 
are individually oxide coated to Increase strength, and US Patent 4,373,484 discusses a surface treatment for components of a rotary 
mechanism to include oxide coatings. (3) The references, either individually or in combination, explicitly or inherently show ati the 
claimed features and consequently, the arguments presented in applicant's request for reconsideration do not place the application in 
condition for allowance. 
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
